New  Proiedure  Begins 
Change  Of  Registration 

Adding  and  dropping  of  classes  begins  tomorrow  for  those  students 
stuck  with  unwanted  classes  or  with  other  similiar  complaints. 

Improvements  have  been  made  upon  BYU’s  traditional  system  of 
re-juggling  classes  which  students  should  note. 

One  may  now  add  and  drop  for  the  first  two  weeks  of  school  without 
a fee.  After  Friday,  Oct.  3,  a late  fee  of  $5  will  be  charged  for  adding 
and  dropping. 

Students  are  to  pick  up  add  and  drop  cards  from  their  advisers  only. 
After  filling  out  the  card  with  the  classes  they  wished  changed,  students 
should  have  their  advisers  sign  the  card. 

One  should  have  the  teacher  of  the  class  being  added  sign  the  card 
first  and  then  have  the  teacher  of  the  class  being  dropped  sign  the  card. 

The  card  is  then  taken  to  rooms  245  and  249  of  the  Wilkinson  Center 
where  the  class  cards  are  actually  changed. 

A “W”  grade  will  be  recorded  now  for  all  students  who  withdraw 
after  the  fifth  week  of  classes,  whether  doing  passing  or  failing  work. 
Previously  a “WE”  grade  was  given  with  the  “E”  being  placed  on  the 
student’s  record. 

Students  no  longer  need  to  obtain  the  signature  of  the  dean  of  their 
college. 

The  new  procedures  have  been  approved  in  the  hopes  of  improving 
change  of  registration  at  BYU.

As  well,  the  area  is  near  the 
population  center  of  Utah 
County.  That  means  workers  from 
all  parts  of  the  county  could  reach 
the  park  in  minutes  on  the 
freeway. 

BYU’s  role  will  be  as  owner  and 
manager  on  the  park  and  will 
receive  income  by  leasing  the 
land.  The  city  will  get  property 
taxes.

Students  can  watch  the 
happenings  on  television  in  the 
Joseph  Smith  Auditorium,  the 
Concert  Hall  in  the  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center  and  in  the  Varisty 
Theater  of  the  Wilkinson  Center. 

Latecomers  can  also  hear  but 
not  see  the  events  in  the  Drama 
Theater,  Recital  Hall  and 
Experimental  Theater  in  the 
Harris  Fine  ARts  Center  and  the 
Little  Theater  and  cafeteria  and 
lounge  areas  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center. 

Students  in  these  rooms  will 
not,  however,  be  allowed  to 
participate  in  the  assembly  or 
even  sit  with  their  fellow 
state-members,  and  so  those  who 
want  to  participate  should  come 
early  enough  to  get  a seat  in  the 
Fieldhouse. 


Springville  agreed  in  the 
meeting  to  provide  water, 
electricity,  sewage  and  other 
services  and  police  and  fire 
protection. 

The  city  and  the  school  will 
cooperate  in  creating  a master 
plan  specifying  the  various  types 
of  uses:  Industrial,  commercial 
and  business.  The  area  may  also 
house  apartments,  motels, 
restaurants  and  a golf  course. 

The  two  will,  also  combine 
efforts  at  setting  standards  of 
open  space,  screened-off  parking, 
beautification  of  the  grounds  and 
building  appearance  so  that  the 
complex  will  indeed  resemble  a 
park. 

The  Ironton  plant  is  presently 
being  dismantled  by  the  Learner 
Company  of  Oakland,  who  is 
scheduled  to  complete  the  project 
in  1971.  Now  it  includes  almost 
every  imaginable  adjunct  of  an 
iron  plant:  blast  furnaces,  coke 
ovens,  pig  machines,  power 
stations,  locomotive  repair  shops 
and  a large  volume  of  scrap 
machinery. 

In  contrast,  the  Springville 
property  is  now  a pasture. 

The  agreement  worked  out  by 
the  city  council  states  as  the 
purpose  of  the  park  “to  promote 
the  social  welfare  of  the  State  of 
Utah  through  the  advancement  of 
education,  science,  research, 
manufacturing,  warehousing, 
distribution  and  other  academic, 
commercial  and  industrial 
purposes. 

The  statement  continued, 
“BYU  believes  that  industry  and 
business  can  and  will  be  persuaded 
to  locate  in  such  a park  because  of 
the  many  advantages 


BYU  PHYCOLOGISTS  ATTEMPT  TO  SAVE  UTAH  LAKE 

Eastern  Lake  Shore  Called 
‘Unsafe’  For  Public  Use 


“The  eastern  shoreline  of  Utah 
Lake  from  Lincoln  Beach  to  Lehi 
is  unsafe  for  water  contact  sports 
during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
August  and  September,”  says  Dr. 
David  A.  White,  aquatic  ecologist 
and  assistant  professor  of  zoology 
and  entomology  at  Brigham 
Young  University. 

Dr.  White  is  coordinator  of  the 
Utah  Lake  Research  Group  which 
is  currently  engaged  in  a 
three-year  research  study  under 
the  auspices  of  BYU’s  Center  for 
Environmental  Biology.  The 
project  should  be  completed  in 
1971. 

According  to  Dr.  White,  Utah 
Lake  has  never  been  a cold,  clear, 
deep  lake— not.  in  the  last  10,000 
years  at  least.  The  Indians  who 
lived  around  the  lake  for  centuries 
probably  did  little  to  change  the 
lake’s  environments  and  its  water 
quality. 

All  lakes  slowly  fill  with 


sediment  and  become  dry  land 
but  the  natural  process  can  be 
accelerated  by  the  activities  of 
man,  and  this  is  what  is  happening 
to  Utah  Lake. 

Accelerated  erosion,  organic 
additions,  drawdown,  reclaiming 
of  marshes,  chemical  addition, 
diversion  of  inflow  waters,  and 
the  changing  use  of  the  drainage 
basin  can  all  accelerate  the  filling 
of  a lake.  And  during  the  past 
century  this  has  been  the  fate  of 
Utah  Lake.  “In  fact,  it  has 
probably  changed  more  in  the 
past  hundred  years  than  in  the 
previous  ten  thousand  years,”  said 
Dr.  White. 

Dr.  White  and  his  associates 
have  established  24  sites  in 
different  areas  of  the  lake  from 
which  they  take  samples  twice  a

MEXICO  CITY  (AP)  — Twenty-four  of  the  1 18  persons  aboard  were 
killed  in  the  crash  of  a Mexicana  Airlines  plane  as  it  came  in  for  a 
landing  after  a flight  from  Chicago  Sunday  night,  the  airline  reported 
today. 

The  fact  that  it  crashed  into  swampy  ground  off  the  end  of  the 
runway  at  Mexico  City’s  International  Airport  probably  saved  the  lives 
of  the  others. 


Attorney  Henry  B.  Rothblatt  said  his  client,  CWO  Edward  Boyle  of 
New  York  City  and  his  family  have  “suffered  tremendous 
embarrassment”  as  a result  of  statements  by  the  military  in  South 
Vietnam  implying  that  Boyle  might  have  a “stoolie  role”  in  the  case.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — House  military  spending  critics  said  Monday 
they’ll  try  to  cut  $3  billion  from  a $2 1.4-billion  defense  bill  before  it 
reaches  the  House  floor  next  week,  but  they’re  not  optimistic  they’ll 
succeed  in  cutting  a dime. 

Chairman  L.  Mendel  Rivers,  D-S.C.,  says  he  expects  his  House  Armed 
Services  Committee  to  have  the  spending  authorization  for  the 
Safeguard  anti-missile  system,  tanks,  planes,  ships  and  missiles  out  this 
week. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Two  spy  ships,  two-thirds  of  a Marine 
division  and  more  than  200  Air  Force  planes  are  being  sidelined  under  a 
new  defense  cutback  trimming  U.S.  military  strength  by  77,500  men. 

The  Pentagon  said  Monday  the  latest  economy  moves— attributed  to 
spending  limitations  required  by  Congress  and  to  economic  needs  of  the 
country-will  save  $356  million  this  year. 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Beef  prices  eased  but  egg  prices  rose  in 
August,  and  the  over-all  cost  of  living  increased  another  four  tenths  of 
one  per  cent. 


The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  reported  Monday  that  food  prices 
probably  will  climb  less  sharply  in  the  coming  months,  but  it  didn’t  see 
any  decreases  in  the  offing. 


“The  August  prices  seem  to  indicate  no  significant  change  from  what 
we’ve  been  experiencing  the  last  few  months,”  Arnold  Chase,  assistant 
commissioner  of  the  bureau,  told  a news  conference. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — President  Nixon  created  a special  commission 
today  which  he  hopes  will  help  halt  spiraling  wage  costs  in  the 
construction  industry  that  have  contributedjo  nationwide  inflation. 

Nixon  set  up  a construction  industry  collective  bargaining 
commission  to  give  equal  representation  to  employers,  labor  unions  and 
the  public. 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — The  Justice  Department’s  civil  rights  chief 
has  admitted  to  dissident  lawyers  in  the  department  that  political 
pressures  were  put  on  the  government  to  ease  school  desegregation  in 
the  South. 

In  a memorandum  distributed  to  the  attorneys,  in  the  civil  rights 
division,  Asst.  Atty.  Gen.  Jerris  Leonard  said,  “All  of  us  must 
realistically  recognize  that  all  government  agencies  are  constantly 
subjected  to  political  pressures  from  all  sides  of  the  political  spectrum.” 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  — Jordan  accused  the  United  States 
Monday  of  adopting  a pre-Israel  policy  that  made  it  impossible  for  the 
Big  Four  powers  to  agree  on  an  Arab-Israeli  peace  formula. 

But  as  private  U.S.-Soviet  talks  continued  U.S.  sources  expressed 
cautious  belief  “we  are  looking  forward  to  solving  the  Middle  East 
crisis.”

The  Utah  State  Highway  Department  is  about  ready  to  start  one  of 
the  largest  detours  in  recent  history. 


Beginning  Oct.  1,  U.S.  Highway  40  through  Parleys  Canyon  will  be 
closed  to  all  traffic.  Mandatory  alternate  route  will  be  through 
Emigration  Canyon.  This  situation  will  exist  for  about  nine  months  due 
to  a massive  road  construction  project  in  Parleys  Canyon. 


Engineers  say  the  detour  is  necessary  because  dynamite  and  heavy 
road  construction  equipment  will  be  used  to  make  the  canyon  into  an 
interstate  freeway  corridor. 


Honeymooners 
Sat  Apart, 
Alive  Today 


MEXICO  (AP)  - Motorists  and  businessmen  on  both  sides  of  the  U.S. 
and  Mexican  border  were  fuming  Monday  over  Operation  Intercept,  the 
U.S.  government’s  crackdown  on  illegal  drug  traffic  from  Mexico. 

But  the  government  plans  to  continue  intensive  border  inspections 
indefinitely,  despite  complaints  over  long  delays  to  auto  traffic. 

SAIGON  (AP)  — About  5,200  U.S.  Navy  men  working  in  South 
Vietnam’s  northern  provinces  will  be  part  of  the  second  contingent  of 
35,000  whick  President  Nixon  has  ordered  withdrawn  by  Dec.  15,  the 
U.S.  Command  announced  Monday. 

The  command  said  most  of  the  Navy  men  involved  have  been  serving 
in  construction  or  supply  units  supporting  the  3rd  Marine  Division  from 
Da  Nang  north  to  the  demilitarized  zone.  The  18,000  remaining 
Leather-necks  in  the  3rd  Division  also  are  being  pulled  out  under  the 
presidential  order. 

SAIGON  (AP)  — The  civilian  attorney  for  a Green  Beret  against 
whom  murder  charges  are  being  held  in  abeyance  asserted  Monday  that 
his  client  “has  made  no  deal”  to  testify  for  the  prosecution. 


CHICAGO  (AP)  - A Chicago 
couple  who  decided  to  sit  apart 
from  one  another  on  their 
honeymoon  flight  to  Mexico  are 
together  today,  possibly  because 
of  that  decision. 

Francis  T.  Moran  Jr.,  30,  the 
son  of  Judge  Francis  T.  Moran  Sr. 
of  Circuit  Court,  and  his  bride, 
Mary  Jane,  23,  were  one  of  five 
honeymoon  couples  aboard  the 
Mexicana  Airlines  jet  that  crashed 
Sunday  as  it  was  landing  at 
Mexico  City  after  a flight  from 
Chicago. 

In  a telephone  call  to  his  father 
today,  young  Moran  told  how  he 
and  his  new  wife’s  decision  to  sit 
apart  on  the  plane  may  have  saved 
their  lives.  “When  we  got  aboard 
in  Chicago,  the  only  two  seats 
together  were  in  the  back  of  the 
plane,”  he  told  the  elder  Moran. 
“We  wanted  to  see  the  scenery  on 
the  flight,  so  we  decided  to  sit 
across  the  aisle  from  each  other  in 
the  center  of  the  plane.” 

When  the  Boeing  727  crashed, 
the  center  section  stayed  intact. 
Most  of  the  persons  killed  were 
sitting  in  either  the  front  or  rear 
sections. 

The  Morans  were  married 
Saturday  in  St.  Cajetan  Church  in 
Chicago.  They  boarded  the 
ill-fated  plane  Sunday  for  a 
honeymoon  in  Acapulco. 

A newlywed  couple  from  Joliet, 
111.,  James  Waters,  22,  and  his 
bride  of  one  day,  Patricia,  21,  also 
were  aboard  the  plane.  Relatives 
in  Joliet  said  embassy  officials 
reported  Waters  was  in  serious 
condition  in  a hospital  and  his 
wife  was  missing. 

James  Brian  of  Chicago  and  his 
wife,  Roberta,  who  were  wed 
Saturday  in  North  Shore  Baptist 
Church  in  Chicago,  both  were 
injured  in  the  crash,  Robert  Kraft 
of  Mount  Morris,  father  of  the 
bride,  said  today  after  a phone 
call  from  his  daughter. 

Kraft  said  Mrs.  Brian  reported 
her  husband  was  hospitalized  with 
a concussion  and  she  had  been 
treated  for  cuts  and  bruises. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Marshall 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
Pietrazakowski,  all  of  Chicago, 
were  the  other  two  honeymoon 
couples  on  the  plane. 

The  Marshalls  were  reported  to 
be  in  Balbuena  Hospital.

The  Cats,  tied  for  the  lead  in 
the  Western  Athletic  Conference 
with  Wyoming,  travel  to  Ames, 
Iowa,  this  weekend  to  take  on  the 
Iowa  State  Cyclones  in  what 
could  prove  to  be  one  of  the 
toughest  tests  for  the  Cougars.

week  during  the  summer  months 
and  twice  a month  in  the  winter. 

Dr.  White  says  that  much  of  the 
contamination  along  the  eastern 
shoreline  is  due  to  the  runoff  of 
agricultural  waste  into  the 
waterways  which  flow  into  the 
lake.  One  cow  will  produce  as 
much  waste  as  17  human  beings 
and  in  1964  there  were  64,000 
cattle  in  the  Utah  Valley 
producing  as  much  waste  as  a 
human  population  of  more  than 
one  million. 

In  addition,  some  4,000  pigs 
and  200,000  chickens  add  to  the 
animal  waste  load  of  the  Utah 
Lake  drainage  area.  And, 
according  to  Dr.  White,  very  few 
farmers  make  any  provision  to 
handle  the  disposal  of  animal 
waste  except  in  the  feedlot 
condition. 

Although  the  sewage  treatment 
plants  have  greatly  reduced  the 
municipal  waste  problem,  there  is 
still  some  pollution  from  this 
source  particularly  in  the  spring 
when  the  drains  and  sewers  are 
overloaded  and  break  down. 
Storm  drains  and  sewage  systems 
are  interconnected  in  some  areas 
and  in  other  places  the  sewer 
pipes  are  connected  to  open  field 
drains.  A bloom  of  blue-green 
algae  often  appears  where  a 
polluted  waterway  enters  the  lake.

Nobel  Peace  Prize  which  went  to 
the  International  Red  Cross. 

Illness  struck  in  November  1965 
when  Lopez  Mateos  underwent  an 
operation  for  a cranial 
aneurysm-dilation  of  blood 
vessels.  He  suffered  a stroke  May 
30,  1967,  and  from  then  on 
wavered  in  and  out  of  a coma,  his 
body  almost  completely 
paralyzed. 

Born  May  26,  1910,  in  Atizapan 
de  Zaragoza,  Lopez  Mateos  was 
one  of  five  children  of  a dentist. 
In  his  youth  he  was  an  amateur 
boxer,  soccer  player  and  hiker.  He 
once  walked  700  miles  from 
Mexico  City  to  Guatemala  City  in 
36  days.

‘‘Despite  this,  we  are 
continuously  the  target  of  bitter 
criticism,”  Haggerty  said.  “We  are 
still  charged  with  being  lily  white 


are  plagued  with  threats  such  as 
the  so-called  Philadelphia  plan.  We 
are  being  harassed  by  so-called 
black  coalitions.” 

Haggerty  was  referring  to  black 
militants  who  shut  down 
construction  projects  in 
Pittsburgh  and  Chicago  and  to  a 
Labor  Department  plan  to  require 
federal  contractors  in  Philadelphia 
to  hire  more  minority  group 
workers. 

The  convention’s  resolution 
cited  government  figures  that  the" 
percentage  of  minority  group 
construction  union  apprentices 
has  risen  from  about  two  per  cent 
to  7.2  per  cent  in  the  past  two 
years,  including  four  per  cent 
Negroes.
